Prieft; tor it is written, Thou shalt not revile the 
Ruler (or Fudge) of thy People. 

For thefe Reafons, and many other, as foon as I 
perceiv’d my Miftake, in the Reviews lately written, 
on the pie of my Profecution, I prefently wav’d 
all the Defence I might think to sabe of my Wri-

Ausbo- 
rity, when they have offended it; Whether a
